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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-2, and 4-31 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best prior 
art of record, Hager et al. (US 5,463,527), Varghese et al. (US 5,673,171), and Genix et 
al. (US 6,021,041), taken alone or in combination fails to teach or reasonably suggest 
an electronic apparatus comprising: a resilient and electrically insulative sheet member 
provided between a disk unit and a vibration and/or shock absorbing member provided 
between the disk unit and a lid member which covers a disk unit accommodating part 
provided in a housing of the electronic apparatus as set forth in claims 1, 4, and 18-19; 
a vibration and/or shock absorbing members in electronic apparatus mounted with a 
disk drive, provided between the disk drive and an inner bottom surface and a vibration 
and/or shock absorbing members provided between the disk drive unit and an inner 
side surface are made of mutually different material as set forth in claims 5, 6, and 20- 
21 ; a plurality of vibration and/or shock absorbing members in electronic apparatus 
mounted with a disk drive, having different thickness such that a thicker one of the 
vibration and/or shock absorbing members absorbs up to a predetermined vibration 
and/or shock and a thinner one of the vibration and/or shock absorbing members 
absorbs vibration and/or shock exceeding the predetermined vibration and/or shock as 
set forth in claims 10 and 22; a plurality of vibration and/or shock absorbing members in 
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electronic apparatus mounted with a disk drive, having different vibration and/or shock 
absorbing characteristics such that a softer one of the vibration and/or shock absorbing 
members absorbs up to a predetermined vibration and/or shock and a harder one of the 
vibration and/or shock absorbing members absorbs vibration and/or shock exceeding 
the predetermined vibration and/or shock as set forth in claims 12 and 23; and an 
electrically insulative sheet provided between the disk unit and the vibration and/or 
shock absorbing members being slidable with respect to the disk unit as set forth in 
claims 24-27. Claim 2 is a dependent claim from claim 1 ; claims 7-9 are dependent 
claims from claims Sand 6; claim 1 1 is a dependent claim from claim 10; claim 13 is a 
dependent claim from claims 10 and 12; claims 14-17 are dependent claims from claims 
1 , 4-6, 10 and 12; claims 28-29 are dependent claims from claim 24; claim 30 is a 
dependent claim from claims 5-6; and claim 31 is a dependent claim from claims 21-22.
